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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 9, 10, 33 and 34 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Baird in view of Edwards, both of record, for the reasons set forth in the previous Office 

Action. 

3. Claims 13, 14, 20, 21, 35 and 36 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Baird in view of King et al, both of record, for the reasons set forth in the 
previous Office Action. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 27, 28, 31 and 32 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 

anticipated by Ownby, of record. 

6. Claims 34, 36, 42, 48 and 50 are objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
claims the phrase "the feature" locks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 7/20/03 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references. 
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The examiner recognizes that references cannot be arbitrarily combined and theat there must be 
some reason why one skilled in the at would be motivated to make the proposed combination of 
primary and secondary references. However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make 
the modification are expressly articulated. The test for combining references is what he 
combination of disclosures taken is a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In 
re Simon, 174 USPQ 1 14 (CC1972); In re MCLau^lin 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1921). 
References are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rther than their specific 
disclosures. InreBozeh 13 USPQ 545 (CCA 1969). 

In regards to claim 9 and 10, Edwards was cited to show that the use of an magnet with 
properties similar to SMCO-30 is old and known in the art. 

In regards to claims 13, 20 and 35, King was cited to show that is known in the art to use 
a winding having 40,000 turns. 

8. Claims 11,12, 15, 16 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 17-19, 23-26 and 37-54 are allowed.
